WITH ITS long-awaited report on the fishing in- 
dustry, the House of Commons Expenditure 
Committee has won plenty of friends among 
fishermen. Criticisms of Government 
departments, support for a 60-mile exclusive 
zone and some hard words about the EEC, are 
ail music in the ears of fishermen who have been 
saying the same things for yearB. 

There is no doubt that the backing of a claim 
for exclusive access to a 60-mile zone is the most 
important point in the whole report. 

Where some naivety is displayed, is in the 
recommendation that Britain opens up bilateral 
talks with Norway on reciprocal fishing 
arrangements. As we said in this column last 
week, a deal with Norway is very important 
but, coupled with a 60-mile exclusive zone, could 
be impossible. 

As much as we would like to see it, there is no 
way that the EEC is going to stand by and watch 
its own boats excluded from our limits, while 
vessels from a third country are allowed in. 

The only hope of embodying both these ideals 
would be If a complete breakdown occurs on 
fishing policy among EEC nations. Then the 
Government could take unilateral action. 

There was also some naivety in the criticism 
of Minister Roy Hattersley, when it was said 
that during the negotiations with Iceland he un- 
derestimated the poor state of the fish stocks. If 
blame to be apportioned, then this 
should be .shared by certain deepsea trawling 
lit®?® 848 w . h ,° virtually gave a mandate to the 
Minister with which to go and negotiate.

several Hull freezers off- 
loading their catches on to 
Nigerian reefer vessels at 
the port, came to an end 
last week with the arrival 
of the stern trnwler St. 
Benedict. But there are 
hopes that the Humber 
vessels will continue to 
use the port while fishing 
for blue whiting. 

John Williams, aBsitant 
manager for Hull's Boyd Une 
said: ? ‘It looks possible that 
one or two Boyd ships may be 
landing catches of blue 
whiting at Milford Haven in 
die next two months. 

Milford Docks Manager 
Roy Evana, aaid that whether 
the docks would get this in- 
crease in trade depended on 
the economies of the situa- 
tion. If an overseas market 


could be found for blue 
whiting at the right price he 
thought they would be handl- 
ing catches at the port. 

Reflecting on the off- 
loading operation Mr. Evam 
said: ,r We're extremely pleas- 
ed with the season just en- 
ding. Since October we’ve 
handled more mackerel than 
we expected to, about 37,000 
tons. At peak periods we've 
employed up to 100 men on 
unloading the freezer trawlers 
and loading the reefer vessels. 

"They nave handled the 
cargoes very well and work 
has gone on round the clock 
and over bank holiday when 
necessary. 

"We’ve proved to our 
customers that local labour is 
adaptable and flexible and 
I've got nothing but praiae for 
the loaders and the Docks 
Company staff which have i 
had to cope with a lot of extra 
work.” 


Mr. Williams said: "The 
. Milford workforce has proved 
excellent and reliable and we 
have a close working 
relationship with the Milford 
Docks Co. Nothing can ever 
be certain in fishing but I 
would say that Mr. Evans has 
every cause to be optimistic. 

"This is the first time our 
boys have worked away from 
their home port and they 
have been, very pleased witn 
the reception they have had 
at Milford.”

Pennant wire ropes were 
developed to excel in con- 
ditions in which wire ropes 
tend to fail due to corrosion 
before fatigue; that a special 
high quality steel is used and 
their resistance to corrosion is 
not affected by abrasion 
when towed along the seabed. 

They are constructed in 
two ways: 6x7 (6/1) and 6 x 
19 (12/6/1) in 12 different 
sizes from 8 mm diameter 
(one inch circ.) to 22 mm (2f 
in. circ.). The ropes have a 


about the durability of the 16

When a Yellow Pennant 
warp ia used, it will rust ex- 
ternally when stowed on the 
winch, but, whatever rust is 
not removed by abrasion when 
fishing is arrested in its cor- 
rosive action as soon as the 
anodic and ungalvaniaed 
wires form a cell in the water. 
As long as the warp is in the 
water, no further corrosive 
action takes place. 

According to the manufac- 
turers, Scottish trawlers using 
the warp find they last two 
years or more, instead of 
about 12 months as with con- 
ventionally galvanised ones. 

(n Swedish vessels they 
also last about twice as long 
as warps formerly used. 


After that, gut them and 
wash them thoroughly to 


remove all traces of blood. If, 
when gutting, you use a rag or 
dip your hands in salt and 
sprinkle some on the eels, you 
will find that you can handle 
them quite easily. 

Next step is to cut the clean 
gutted eels into pieces about 
50 mm Long ana then either 
put them in boiling water to 
which 450 grams of salt has 
been added for every 11 kg., 
or in boiling water containing 
2 per cent vinegar and 3 per 
cent salt plus 55 grams of 
mixed spices to each 4.6 
litres.

THE question of ‘eaten 
evidence' in a case of illegal 
salmon fishing heard earlier 
this year is being taken up 
with the MimateTV of Defence 
by South Angus MP, Andrew 
Welsh.
